April  Showers? 

Blizzard  of  '97  Cripples  Area; 

Mattapoisett  Election  Suspended

It  was  Mother  Nature  who  had  the  last  laugh  this 
past  April  Fools  Day  when  she  dumped  nearly  a  foot  of 
snow  on  the  SouthCoast  area.  After  many  New 
Englanders  had  caught  an  early  dose  of  Spring  Fever 
thanks,  in  part,  to  a  sunny  and  warm  Easter  weekend,  the 
weather  took  a  turn  for  the  worse  Monday  evening,  when 
high  winds,  rain,  and  a  sudden  drop  in  temperature 
ushered  in  a  heavy,  wet  snow  storm. 

And  local  town  officials  found  themselves  caught 
in  a  mire  of  cancellations,  poor  road  conditions,  and  a 
declared  State  of  Emergency  throughout  the 
Commonwealth. 

Although  both  the  Acushnet  and  Rochester 
Boards  of  Selectmen  managed  to  hold  their  regular 
weekly  meetings  on  Monday  evening  —  just  as  the  storm 
was  starting  to  inch  its  way  across  the  coast  —  the 
aftermath  on  Tuesday  morning  forced  the  cancellation  of 
both  the  Marion  and  Mattapoisett  Selectmen's  meetings 
that  evening  ...  and  the  suspension  of  Mattapoisett's 
highly-anticipated  Annual  Town  Election. 

"Since  (Governor)  Weld  declared  a  State  of 
Emergency  this  morning,  we  were  forced  to  suspend  the 
election,"  said  Mattapoisett  Executive  Secretary  Carol 
Adams.  "It  looks  like  it  will  be  suspended  until  April  15, 
although  that  date  may  change." 

Indeed,  the  storm  created  much  confusion  in 
Mattapoisett  Tuesday  morning.  Although  the  Town  Hall 
opened  as  per  usual,  and  Town  Clerk  Lois  K.  Ennis 
opened  the  polls  at  10:00  am,  the  pending  orders  from 
Governor  William  Weld  —  and  a  limited  driving  ban  in 
some  areas  —  would  shut  everything  down  within  an 
hour. 

By  approximately  9:30  am,  local  news  stations 
reported  that  the  Mattapoisett  Election  would  be  held 
despite  the  inclement  weather.  And  though  an  estimated 
100  residents  did  manage  to  make  it  out  to  the  voting 
booths,  the  election  was  suspended  shortly  after  11:00  am. 
Ms.  Adams  stressed  that  those  ballots  which  had  already 
been  cast  would  be  "placed  under  lock  and  key"  and  will 
be  counted  when  the  election  is  rescheduled. 

Of  course,  all  of  this  serves  only  to  prolong  what 
has  become  one  of  the  most  hotly-contested  races  in 
recent  Mattapoisett  history. 

"I  would  have  been  in  favor  of  the  election  going 
on,"  said  Selectman  Paul  E.  Lambalot,  candidate  for  re- 
election. "However  the  decision  was  made  and  we'll  have 
to  wait  until  the  continuance.  I'm  disappointed,  but  I 
understand  why  it  was  (suspended)." 

Selectman  candidate  Gil  Lafrance  agreed  about 
the  postponement.  "It's  kind  of  disappointing  ...  it's  been 
a  long  four  months  of  campaigning  and  I  was  hoping  by 


8:30  pm  (Tuesday)  we'd  know  one  way  or  the  other,"  he 
said.  "These  things  happen  ...  sometimes  you  can't  plan 
for  them.  Now  I  guess  we'll  just  have  to  get  the  word  back 
to  the  voters." 

Mr.  Lafrance  was  also  a  little  concerned  about  the 
confusion  surrounding  the  on-again,  off-again  scheduling 
of  the  election.  "It  was  very  confusing,"  Mr.  Lafrance  said. 
"After  the  Secretary  of  State  came  on  (television)  and  said 
all  polls  were  suspended,  I  notified  (Town  Clerk)  Lois 
Ennis,  and  she  took  a  while  to  get  back  to  us.  While  we 
were  giving  word  (to  voters)  that  the  polls  were  closed, 
they  were  open  ...  for  about  an  hour  and  a  half  by  our 
tally." 

Selectman  Lambalot  said  it  was  his 
understanding  that  the  Secretary  of  State  gave  the  option 
of  whether  or  not  to  open  the  polls  to  the  Town  Clerk's 
office. 

"I  had  a  conversation  with  the  Secretary  of  State's 
office  (Tuesday)  morning,  and  they  were  recommending 
that  we  suspend  the  election,"  confirmed  Town  Clerk  Lois 
K.  Ennis.  "There's  really  no  law  or  policy  governing  the 
postponement  of  an  election." 

Ms.  Ennis  noted  that  she  did  open  the  polls  as 
scheduled  at  10:00  am,  and  then  decided  to  close  them  at 
11:30  am  after  talking  to  the  Secretary  of  State.  But  she 
maintains  that  the  weather  certainly  wasn't  stopping 
many  people  from  voting  —  in  fact,  a  total  of  129  voters 
cast  their  ballots  within  that  short  90-minute  time  span. 
"People  were  not  finding  it  difficult  to  get  out  to  vote," 
she  said.  "We  even  had  residents  calling  who  had  four- 
wheel  drive  vehicles,  offering  to  take  people  to  the  polls."

Acushnet  Selectmen's  Meeting 

March  31, 1997

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Acushnet  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Monday,  March  31  at 
6:00  pm  by  Chairman  Everett  L.  Hardy  Jr.  Also  present 
were  Selectman  Peter  W.  Koczera,  Selectman  Robert  J.  St. 
Jean,  and  Executive  Secretary  Elaine  G.  Miranda. 

At  6:00  pm  the  board  first  held  a  random  drawing 
of  all  money  articles  which  will  appear  on  the  April  28 
Annual  Town  Meeting  warrant.  According  to  Chairman 
Hardy,  Articles  1  through  18  dealt  with  the  necessary 
workings  of  town  government  and  the  General  Operating 
Budget,  and  therefore  must  remain  at  the  front  of  the 
warrant.  However,  the  articles  they  were  about  to 
randomly  select  were  all  capital  expenditures  that 
required  voters'  consideration  but  didn't  need  to  appear 
in  any  particular  order.  The  following  articles  were  then 
drawn  in  a  lottery  and  would  appear  on  the  warrant  in 
this  order: 

•  ARTICLE  19  -  Allocating  a  sum  of  money  to 
purchase  security  fencing  at  the  town  barn; 

•  ARTICLE  20  -  Allocate  $50,000  to  upgrade  the 
libraries  at  Acushnet  Elementary  School  and  Ford  Middle 
School; 

•  ARTICLE  21  -  Allocate  $40,000  to  install  internal 
hearing  system  at  Acushnet  Elementary  School; 

•  ARTICLE  22  -  Allocate  $1,400  to  erect  an  historic 
plaque  at  Howard's  Neck;

•  ARTICLE  24  -  Allocate  $1,266  to  support  the 
Buzzards  Bay  Action  Committee  (BBAC); 

•  ARTICLE  25  -  Allocate  $32,000  to  convert  the 
Mason  W.  Burt  School  into  a  new  Senior  Center; 

•  ARTICLE  26  -  Authorize  Acushnet  to

•  ARTICLE  31  -  Allocate  $5,000  to  make  repairs 
and  improvements  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
facility. 

The  board  agreed  that  this  random  drawing 
seemed  to  work  well,  and  that  all  departments  and  special 
interest  groups  were  equally  given  a  fair  chance  at 
appearing  earlier  in  the  warrant,  thereby  increasing  their 
chances  of  garnering  voter  approval.  "I  think  this  is  the 
best  way  to  select  (big  money)  articles,"  Selectman 
Koczera  said.

vacation  time,  or  lose  it,"  Selectman  Koczera  said.  "I  think 
we  should  let  that  decision  stand."  The  board  agreed  to 
schedule  a  meeting  with  all  department  heads  regarding 
this  matter  prior  to  contract  negotiations  for  the 
upcoming  fiscal  year.

Gaspar 's  request,  but  he  didn't  want  anyone  setting  up 
equipment  during  the  meeting.  "We  should  tell  him  that 
all  the  equipment  should  be  set  up  before  the  meeting  is 
called  to  order,"  he  said. 

With  April  1  fast-approaching,  the  board  called  in 
Town  Treasurer/Tax  Collector  Lillian  Garbaciak  to  discuss 
her  filling  both  positions  on  a  temporary  basis  until  a  new 
Town  Treasurer  was  hired.  "As  of  April  1,  Town  Meeting 
voted  to  split  the  jobs  ...  but  we  can  appoint  you  tonight 
as  both  Town  Treasurer  and  Tax  Collector  (on  a  temporary 
basis),"  Chairman  Hardy  said. 

The  board  then  unanimously  voted  to  appoint 
Ms.  Garbaciak  as  Town  Treasurer  through  April  30, 1997, 
and  also  unanimously  voted  to  appoint  her  as  Tax 
Collector  through  April  30, 1997  —  the  latter  position 
pending  final  contract  approval. 

At  6:30  pm  the  board  met  with  Cable  Television 
Committee  Chairman  Kenneth  J.  Souza;  Wes  Rea,  CVI's 
Regional  Programming  Director;  and  Donald  Grossman 
of  CVI  regarding  a  complaint  made  by  Manuel  and 
Brenda  Raposa  over  The  Dumb  Dog  Show  with  Donald 
Gaspar,  which  aired  on  Public  Access  Channel  2  last  week.

"It's  pretty  plain  what  the  rules  and  regulations 
are,"  Mr.  Grossman  said.  "We  hope  users  don't  take 
advantage  of  the  situation.  I  understand  (Mr.  and  Ms. 
Raposa's)  concern,  and  I  would  suggest  they  talk  to  an 
attorney.  This  is  a  First  Amendment  issue  ...  and  neither 
Time/Warner  nor  the  (Acushnet)  Board  of  Selectmen  are 
involved  in  this  in  any  way" 

Ms.  Raposa  said  all  she  wanted  was  a  public 
apology  from  Mr.  Gaspar,  and  his  acknowledgement  that 
his  facts  were  incorrect.  Mr.  Grossman  agreed  that  under 
the  circumstances  "the  decent  thing"  to  do  would  be  to 
offer  an  apology.  But  Mr.  Gaspar,  who  was  present  for  the 
meeting,  said  he  wanted  to  double-check  his  facts  before 
offering  an  apology.  "The  statements  that  I  made  on  that 
program  were  handed  to  me  at  Town  Meeting,"  he  said. 
"And  they  were  substantiated  by  (Glen)  Alferes  on 
another  program.  Before  I  issue  an  apology,  I  would  like 
the  opportunity  to  double-check  this  information." 

Mr.  and  Ms.  Raposa  agreed  to  give  Mr.  Gaspar 
two  weeks  to  "check  his  facts"  and  issue  an  apology.  After 
that,  they  will  pursue  whatever  means  necessary.  Ms. 
Raposa  even  agreed  to  meet  with  Mr.  Gaspar  later  in  the 
week  to  research  information  in  the  Town  Hall  files.

"My  purpose  is  to  enlighten  voters  about 
town  government."

Session  to  discuss  pending  litigation  between  the 
Acushnet  Board  of  Public  Works  (BPW)  and  The  Century 
House.  The  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Acushnet  Board  of 
Selectmen  will  be  held  on  Monday,  April  14  at  6:00  pm 
(there  will  be  no  meeting  on  April  7).

The  Selectmen  have  asked  the  Capital  Needs 
Committee  to  hold  a  "Forum"  to  engage  the  public  in 
dialogue  about  the  items  in  this  Capital  Budget. 
Scheduled  for  7:30  pm  on  Monday,  April  28  at  the  Old 
Rochester  Regional  High  School  Auditorium,  the 
committee  will  review  projects  for  the  five-year  period 
(fiscal  years  1998  through  2002)  and  a  little  beyond.  The 
significant  projects  for  discussion  will  include:  Library 
Enhancement;  Fire  House  Replacement;  Water 
Department  Building;  Sewer  Expansions;  Road  Repair- 
Bicycle  Path  Construction;  Police  Requirements;  School 
Near-Term  Needs;  Open  Space  Objectives;  and  Wharf 
Repair. 

If  all  the  projects  in  the  current  Capital  Budget 
pass  in  the  year  they  come  up  for  a  vote,  spending  to  pay 
off  bonds  actually  decreases.  This  year,  the  town  will  pay 
out  $891,000  for  debt  service.  If  everything  were  to  pass  as 
its  year  arrives,  the  town  will  pay  $821,000  in  debt  service 
in  the  year  2002.  This  occurs  because  the  town  is 
gradually  paying  off  and  retiring  the  bonds  for  past 
projects  such  as  schools,  police  station,  wharf  repair,  and 
others. 

There  are  a  few  issues  which  the  committee  will 
not  discuss  on  April  28,  because  there  just  is  not  yet 
enough  information  available  to  be  intelligent.  These 
include:  North  Street  Repairs;  Dump  Capping  or 
Expansion;  and  Center  School  (except  as  a  school  budget). 
These  items  are  important,  too,  and  residents  will  get  to 
talk  at  length  when  and  if  there  are  genuine  proposals  to 
consider. 

The  program  will  be  moderated  by  Randall  H. 
Kunz  and  there  will  be  a  short  briefing  by  each  of  the  ten 
departments  and  committees  listed.  Time  will  be  made  for 
constructive  questions  and  observations.

The  next  part  of  Hop-N-Ing  gives  kids  a  chance  to 
help.

Last  year  my  dog  got  10-20  ticks  a  day.  How  can  I  stop  that 
from  happening  this  year? 

Your  veterinarian  may  stock  Preventic  tick  collars. 
These  collars  will  minimize  the  number  of  ticks  that 
get  embedded  in  your  dog.  A  new  product  called 
Frontline  is  available  from  your  veterinarian  as  a 
spray  or  drops.  Frontline  will  kill  ticks,  as  well  as 
fleas,  on  dogs  and  cats  for  a  month. 
How  can  I  remove  the  ticks  that  he  gets? 
Grasp  the  tick  near  its  head  with  tweezers  or  a  tick 
spoon  and  pull  gently. 
Can  tick  bites  make  my  dog  sick? 
Unfortunately,  ticks  carry  Lyme  Disease  and  Rocky 
Mountain  Spotted  Fever,  both  of  which  are  very  com- 
mon in  this  area.  The  most  common  symptom  of  these 
diseases  in  dogs  is  lameness.

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Devihm  ay-care 
attitude  permeates 
new  Ford,  Pitt  thriller

■  The  Devil's  Own.  Starring  Harrison  Ford  and 
Brad  Pitt.  Directed  by  Alan  J.  Pakula.  Running 
time:  107  minutes.  MPAA  rating:  R.  At  Cinema  140 
in  New  Bedford. 

The  Devil's  Own  is  a  lukewarm  and  insecure 
movie  about  violence  and  moral  dilemmas  —  the  usual 
Hollywoodization  of  Big  Themes.  Its  brave  stance  is 
threefold:  (A)  that  revenge  doesn't  solve  anything;  (B) 
that  the  Irish  troubles  are  really  confusing;  and  (C)  that 
in  a  battle  between  two  male  stars,  the  guy  with  the 
biggest ...  um  ...  box  office  will  win.  This  is  why  we 
don't  fear  for  Harrison  Ford's  life,  but  we  do  expect 
Brad  Pitt  to  go  to  the  great  phony-accent  school  in  the 
sky. 

Pitt,  whose  erratic  lilt  is  more  Irish  Spring  than 
Irish,  is  Frank  McGuire,  an  IRA  terrorist  who  leaves 
Belfast  and  flees  to  New  York  under  the  name  Rory 
Devaney.  For  reasons  I  didn't  quite  buy,  Frank  finds 
lodging  with  Tom  O'Meara  (Ford),  an  Irish-American 
cop  with  a  beautiful  wife  (Margaret  Colin)  and  three 
daughters.  Tom,  apparently  unspoiled  by  his  23  years 
as  a  New  York  cop,  welcomes  this  stranger  into  his 
home  and  is  delighted  to  have  a  housemate  "who  can 
pee  standing  up." 

Despite  Frank's  urinary  talents,  he  soon  gets  in 
hot  water.  Which  is  a  shame,  because  the  domestic 
stuff  in  The  Devil's  Own  is  rich  and  funny.  It's  a  hoot  to 
see  Harrison  Ford  navigating  around  three  noisy  girls, 
and  he  has  an  easy  rapport  with  Margaret  Colin,  a 
seriously  underrated  character  actress  thrown  away, 


along  with  everyone  else,  in  Independence  Day.  And  Pitt 
is  touching  in  the  moments  when  Frank  embraces  this 
family  life  —  everything  he  didn't  have  and  can  never 
have. 

But  then  the  movie  falls  back  with  a  sigh  of  relief 
into  a  conventional  gun-running  plot,  wherein  Frank 
tries  to  get  weapons  to  send  back  home;  the  deal  goes 
bad,  and  Frank's  enemies  invade  Tom's  home.  That 
scene,  like  every  other  bit  of  violence  in  the  film,  is 
crisply  staged  and  genuinely  alarming.  But  then  Tom 
ships  his  wife  and  kids  off  to  her  sister's  house  (why 
do  movie  wives  always  have  a  sister  to  stay  with  when 
things  get  dangerous?),  and  Margaret  Colin  and  her 
entertaining  girls  vanish,  taking  much  of  my  interest 
with  them. 

What's  left  is  a  lot  of  moral  grappling,  not  all  of 
which  has  one  iota  of  relevance  to  the  plot.  For 
instance,  Tom's  partner  (Ruben  Blades)  shoots  an 
unarmed  guy  in  the  back,  and  Tom  undergoes  a  huge 
crisis  about  covering  up  the  mistake.  The  partner  may 
or  may  not  have  known  that  the  guy  had  thrown  away 
his  gun,  and  may  or  may  not  have  fired  in  vengeful 
anger  (the  guy  had  shot  at  them).  This  subplot  may  or 
may  not  be  there  to  suggest  that  police  work  can  be  as 
ambiguous  as  Belfast  warfare,  and  I  may  or  may  not 
think  that  all  it  does  is  slow  the  movie  down. 

Ford,  our  great  American  man  of  movies,  gives 
one  of  his  best  performances  here  —  nearly  trembling 
with  outrage  and  despair  at  how  his  surrogate  son 
Frank  has  betrayed  him  —  and  it's  a  pity  the  script, 
which  was  notoriously  sketchy  when  shooting  began 
and  presumably  didn't  improve  much,  just  leads  him 
into  a  dumb  confrontation  with  Brad  Pitt  on  a  boat.  For 
all  its  hefty  brooding  (Alan  J.  Pakula,  a  master  brooder, 
directed),  The  Devil's  Own  is  as  muddled  as  the  Irish 
troubles  it  virtually  ignores,  and  the  characters  are 
stuck  in  the  mud.
